G eneral Land Ollice D erision. 
W a sh in g to n, October 28th.—The acting 
Commissioner of the General Land Office to­ 
day rendered a decision sustaining the action 
of the Marysville (Cal.) Register and Receiver 
in the matter of the application of A. C. Ford 
to enter under the law of June 15, 1880, the 
land embraced in his homestead entry of De­ 
cember, 1870, during the (lending of a conteat 
of Thos. Gohrman for the cancellation of said 
entry, on the ground of abandonment. The 
acting Commissioner in rendering this de­ 
cision announces the following important 
construction of the two apparently conflict­ 
ing laws for the relief of the homestead set­ 
tler, which were enacted at the last session of 
Congress : He rules that when a person has 
commenced a proceeding for the cancellation 
of a homestead entry in order to avail him­ 
self of the privileges and rights secured by 
Section 2 of the Act of May 14, 1880, he has 
acquired euch an adverse standing and inter­ 
est as will prevent the contestee from making 
payments under the Act of June 15, 1880, 
for the land embraced iu the homestead. Or, 
in other words, that the right of entry con­ 
ferred by the last mentioned Act is confined 
tocases wherein the United States and the 
applicant to purchase are the only parties 
interested.

D en ver (Col.), October 28th.—In the 
United States District Court to-day, Judge 
Hallet refused to comply with a petition re­ 
questing that Agent Berry be turned over to 
the State authorities. It is understood that 
warrants will be issued, and in the event of 
Berry’s discharge before the United States 
Commissioner, he will be arrested and taken 
to Gunnison for trial. Berry has not yet ar­ 
rived here. 
Indian A dairs on the Texas Border. 
San A nton io, October 28th.—General 
Grierson telegraphs from Fort Frittman that 
between forty and fifty Indians from the 
Mescatuva Apache Agency, New Mexico, 
got as far south into Texas as Sierra Diabio, 
evidently with the intention of oeeisting or 
joining Vietorio, but were headed off and 
turned back by troops from Eagle Springs 
and around the Guadaloupe mountains, the 
troops pursuing the Indians through the Sac­ 
ramento mountains. Cavalry along the Rio 
Grande are actively scouting and watching 
for the warriors of Yictorio’s band not killed 
by General Terrazas.

The Treasury Department to-day pur­ 
chased 400,000 ounces of fine silver for de­ 
livery at the Philadelphia, San Francisco 
and New Orleans Mints. 
The excess of exports over imports of mer­ 
chandise at stated specie values for the nine 
months ended September 30th was 873,760,­ 
430. The excess for the corresponding nine 
months of 1870 was 8161,408,330. The excess 
of imports of gold and silver coin and bullion 
during the nine months ended September 
30, 18S0, was S29,520,705; corresponding 
months of 1870, 825,481,732.

C hicago, October 28th.—The Inter-Occan’s 
Washington special says : There is a Sheriff 
herefrom North Carolina to get Samuel I..

FOREIGN’. 
FA0ITI0 COAST ITEMS. 
Terrible Gulc on the English Coax I. 
L ondon, October 28th.—A terrible south­ 
western gale is reported from Plymouth last 
night. 1 'aybreok showed the v e s s e ls strand­ 
ed, but the crews were all saved. A schooner 
entering the harbor of South Shields found­ 
ered, and all hands except the mate were 
lost. The steamer Travelers capsized while 
entering the same harbor, and twelve persons 
were drowned. 
The floods at Leeds have stopped. Several 
mills were destroyed ar.d hundreds of persons 
thrown out of employment. 
At Plymouth the brig John May, from 
Bull River, S. C., for Friedrickstadt, drove 
alongside of the batten breakwater this 
morning and remains there. Captaiu Mitch­ 
ell was drowned while endeavoring to get 
ashore on the breakwater. 
At Bradford there was a heavy rain and 
snow-storm, and railroad traffic was im­ 
peded. 
At Leicester rain began to fall Tuesday 
evening, and has continued since, flooding the 
low-lying districts. 
Wirlock experienced thirty-six hours of 
heavy rain, and many houses are flooded. At 
6 P. M. the gas suddenly went out, leaving 
the whole town in darkness. 
At Oldham there was a heavy snow-storm. 
At South Shields there was a heavy sea. 
Fishing boats were unable to go out and 
ships put back to harbor. 
In Sussex the low-lying lauds present a se­ 
ries of lakes, while in Warwickshire the 
waters in some places extend as far as the eye 
can reach. Hundreds of acres are submerged, 
roads under water and traffic much inter­ 
rupted.

L ondon, October 28th.—There is great ex­ 
citement in Dublin. It is stated on good 
authority that warrants have been issued for 
further arrests of members of the Land 
League. 
O pening o f the G erm an Lanilslag. 
B e r lin, Octoher 28th.—The Emperor's 
speech, read at the opening oí the Lauds-tag 
to-day, expresses thanks for the popular man­ 
ifestation of loyalty at Cologne on the occa­ 
sion of the celebration of the completion of 
the Cathedral. The estimates for 1881 prom­ 
ise a surplus which will render 14,000,000 
marks available for the remi.-sion of Prus­ 
sian taxation. A transfer of private railways 
to the State has been effected. The finances 
and traffic tf the Laud League will be called 
on to co-operate in carrying out economic re­ 
forms for the whole empire. 
Tlie K urd Invasion ol' P ersia. 
Teheran, October 28th.—It is said that 
the Kurds are firing ¡Dto the town of Urami- 
jial, Northern Persia. The town of Khoi, in 
the same province, is also threatened. An­ 
other body’ of barbarians destroyed Mah­ 
mud jet, two mile3 from Sainkelah. The 
reinforcement of Persian troops on the way 
from Teheran are a week’s journey from 
Sainkelah. 
M e sh ed, October 28th.—Twenty thousand 
Kurds, under Shiek Abdullah, are advancing 
on Tabriz, and are now at Maragha. They 
have massacred the entire (lopulation of 
So-uj-Kolak. 
The garrison of Tabriz 
is only 2,000 strong. 
Reinforcements of 
7,000 men, and twenty guns, with five 
Austrian officers, under command of an 
uncle of the Shah, have been hurriedly sent 
from Teheran. The first Kurd division 
evaded the Tabriz troops, and has gone 
south, in the direction of Hamadan. The 
Teheran division has gone to encounter it. 
The Kurds occupy 3,000 square miles of 
Persian territory. 
M essenger M nrilered. 
Ragusa, October 28th.—The messenger 
sent by Riza Pasha with a proclamation to 
the inhabitants of Dulcigno, in reference to 
the cession of that place, was murdered. 
E nanlnions A doption. 
B er lin, October 28th.—The Federal Coun­ 
cil at its plenary sittiug yesterday, unani­ 
mously adopted the motions of the Govern­ 
ment of Prussia and Hamburg in favor of 
interdicting, by virtue of the anti-Socialiot 
law, residence in Hamburg, Altona, Wands- 
bek, Pinneberg and I.avenberg, and vicinity, 
of all persons considered to endanger public 
safety. The order will remain in force for 
one year, its operation commencing iu the 
Prussian portion of the above described terri­ 
tory from to-morrow.

Linkville, Or., heretofore considered a 
very healthy place, is at present terribly 
afflicted with typhoid fever. It is sup­ 
posed that the severe winter of the past 
year, causing tho air of summer to bo 
poisoned with the foul odors arising from 
numbers of decaying carcasses, is the cause 
of the sickness. 
Near Westport, Mendocino county, fires 
were recently set for the purpose of clear­ 
ing the land. Almost every camp in tho 
woods has been in danger for the last few 
days, and only uninterrupted hard work 
has saved them. Some bark on the Lin­ 
coln Ridge and some redwood ties have 
been destroyed, as well as cabins and fetc- 
ing. 
The San Bernardino Index gives the fol­ 
lowing statistics of the honey production of 
that county for the past year : Extracted 
honey, 350,000 pounds ; comb honey, 100,­

G eneral Land Ollice D ecision . 
W a s h in g to n , October 2Sth.—The acting 
Commissioner of the General Land Office to­ 
day rendered a decision sustaining the action 
of the Marysville (Cal.) Register and Receiver 
in the matter of the application of A. C. Ford 
to enter under the law of June 15, 1880, the 
land embraced in his homestead entry of De­ 
cember, 1879, during the pending of a contest 
of Thos. Gohrman for the cancellation of said 
entry, on the ground of abandonment. The 
acting Commissioner in rendering this de­ 
cision announces the following important 
construction of the two apparently conflict­ 
ing laws for the relief of the homestead set­ 
tler, which were enacted at the last session of 
Congress : He rules that when a person has 
commenced a proceeding for the cancellation 
of a homestead entry in order to avail him­ 
self of the privileges and rights secured by 
Section 2 of the Act of May 14, 1880, he has 
acquired such an adverse standing and inter­ 
est as will prevent the contestee from making 
payments under the Act of June 15, 1880, 
for the land embraced in the homestead. Or. 
in other words, that the right of entry con­ 
ferred by the last mentioned Act is confined 
to cases wherein the United States and the 
applicant to purchase are the only parties 
interested.

T errib le G ale on the E n glish Cou*t.

A t .Bradford there was a heavy rain and 
snow-storm, and railroad traffic was im­ 
peded. 
A t Leicester rain began to fall Tuesday 
evening. and has continued since, flooding the 
low-lying districts. 
Wirlock experienced thirty-six hours of 
heavy rain, and many houses are flooded. At 
6 p. M. the gas suddenly went out, leaving 
the whole town in darkness.

GENERAL 
GARFIELD'S 
POSITION 
ON 
THE LABOR QUESTION. 


AIR. BARN Uiñ'S IMPUDENCE. 


Mr. Bttrnum, the chief villain of the 
Democratic melodrama, has just given a 
fresh illustration of that supreme im pu­ 
dence which appears to he his leading char­ 
acteristic. Yesterday he caused the brazen 
subterfuges of the venal journal which pub­ 
lished the Monty forgery to be telegraphed 
all over the country, and sent this dispatch, 
w ith reckless liberality, to members of the 
Associated Tress, with an implied request 
that they should publish the stuff. The 
statem ents so furnished were impeached 
over and over again. In the first place they 
were utterly destitute of responsibility. In 
the Beconu place they obviously emanated 
from the office of the disreputable sheet 
which has sold itself to Mr. Barnum for 
the special performance of a piece of dirty 
work which the Sun scorned, and which 
not even the IKorM would undertake. In 
the third place, Mr. Baruum had under­ 
taken to procure the publication of ju­ 
dicial conclusions under the pretense of 
furnishing news. There was not only no 
ground for believing the dispatches trust­ 
w orthy, bat there «ere half a dozen 
good and sufficient reasons for believing 
then, to be undeserving of credit. Of 
course we understand the desperate 
straits in which Mr. Barnum finds himself, 
but hi? distress does not change the fact 
that neither he nor the paper he has raked 
out of the New York kennel to do this 
dirty work can be worthy of confidence. 
The whole question resolves itself into 
this 
( hi the one side is General Garfield. 
On the other M r. Barnnm and his venal 
“at 1 ii.i : 
Which of these will the Amer­ 
ican ; eonit- believe? We are quite content 
to wait unt:. next Tuesday for an answer 
t that question, and when it comes we 
are confident that Mr. Barnum will 
lx 
ir. 
no 
condition 
to 
dispute 
it. He has made a bold push tor the kind 
of success which he and his party imagine 
to be procurable through fraud and 
forgery and brazen effrontery, but their 
fatal mistake consists in supposing that it 
is possible to win a fight by these methods 
when the result depends udou the judg­ 
m ent of a people who are certainly not so 
addicted to lying and cheating and slander­ 
ing and forging as to prefer those who 
identify themselves with such agencies to 
cleaner and more honorable men. 


The forger of the so-called Morey letter, 
and those who are seeking to utilize that 
forgery, had not sense enough to jic-rceive 
that the sentiments attributed to General 
Garfield in the letter are such as he could, 
on no rational hypothesis, be believed to 
have expressed. 
It is an evidence of that 
invincible Democratic stupidity which the 
course of the party leaders so continually 
exhibits, that coinciaently with the fabri­ 
cation of this letter they are advertising 
the fact that General Garfield is a member 
of the Cobden Club. Of course they do 
not see th at this fact is a fresh proof of 
the absurdity of their latest charge, but 
that it is so we propose to demonstrate. 
The Cobden Club is, as is well known, a 
Free Trade Club, and General Garfield 
would never have been adm itted to mem­ 
bership in it had his views on that subject 
not been known to be in aceord with those 
for the dissemination of which the club 
was instituted. 
Now, as a Free Trader, 
General Garfield m ust believe that the 
labor m arket should be unrestricted ; that 
is to say, that those who need labor should 
be perm itted to buy it at the cheapest rate, 
and that those who sell labor should be free 
to sell it at the dearest rate. General 
Garfield knows very well, however, that 
Chinese labor does not as a rule fall within 
this category, for the reason that very 
much of it, if not the greater part, is im­ 
ported like m aterial goods, and that it is 
contracted for un ier conditions which ex­ 
clude freedom of market. W hat lio thinks 
of this form of labor he has very plaiuly 
set forth in his letter of acceptance, where 
he observes that “ the movement of the 
“ Chinese to our Pacific coast partakes but 
“ little of the character of au immigra- 
“ tion, either in its purposes c-r its results. 
“ It is too much like au importation to be 
“ endured w ithout restriction ; too much 
“ like an invasion to be looked upon w ith' 
“ out 
solicitude.” 
His 
instincts as 
a Free Trader naturally oppose him 
to this kind of labor, and here is the 
point at which the gross blunder of the 
Democratic forgers becomes apparent. The 
forged letter makes him say of the Bur. 
lingame treaty, “ I am not prepared to say 
“ that it should be abrogated until our 
“ great m anufacturing interests are an­ 
s w e re d in the m atter of labor.” The 
sentiment here expressed is not only in 
direct opposition to the known views of 
General Garfield, but it is in accord with 
the most extrem e and rabid Protectionism 
only. Let it be remembered that this 
letter is alleged to have been w ritten last 
January, when Garfield was not a candi­ 
date for the Presidency, and when, con­ 
sequently, there was nothing to hinder 
him from expressing himself frankly as a 
member of the Cobden Club. To suppose 
that under these circumstances he would 
deliberately have turned his back upon all 
the conclusions to which a life of study 
had brought him, is to imitate the old 
theological absurdity, aud believe a thing 
because it ia impossible. The connection 
between the sentim ent of the forged letter 
and ultra Protectionism is too clear to need 
explanation. 
General Garfield is there 
made to take the position that “ l’rotec- 
“ tion to home manufactures ’’ should be 
earned the length of destroying the Amer­ 
ican labor m arket. He is made to say 
that the im portation of cheap Chinese 
labor should not be stopped until all who 
buy labor are fully supplied. It is evident 
that a very little extension of the same 
line of argum ent would justify the revival 
of the slave trade—which has as a m atter 
of fact been defended by Protectionists on 
identical grounds. 


THE TARIFF QUESTION. 
The Democrats have allowed themselves 
to be beaten with their own tariff plank, 
solely because of their w ant of honesty. 
Had they taken their stand upon it boldly, 
and defended it as it could have been de­ 
fended, their opponents would have been 
glad enough to drop the issue, perhaps. 
But their inveterate di mitgogism destroy;d 
them. They turned round and tried to 
show that they were as good Protectionists 
as anybody, and theu their record of course 
stultified them. 
They bed and shuffled 
to no purpose. They not only have failed 
to convince the Eastern Protectionists, but 
they have alienated and disgusted the 
W estern Free Traders. 


To those who know anything of General 
Garfield's economic views this attem pt to 
fasten such ideas upon him m ust appear 
as preposterous a3 would have been an en­ 
deavor to dem onstrate that Horace Greeley 
was an Apostle of Free Trade. General 
Garfield could not have entertained the 
sentiin nts attributed to him, for the suffi­ 
cient reason that to have done so would 
have completely stultified him. He be­ 
longs to a school of thinkers whose judg­ 
ments condemn the Burlingame Treaty be­ 
cause it lias had the effect of producing 
just that kind of Protection which they 
regard as most unjust and pernicious. 
Free Traders are necessarily on the side of 
Labor, for they are opposed to whatever 
arrangements tend to deprive the laborer 
of the right and power of demanding and 
securing the highest current pi ice for Lis 
labor. The ignorant scoundrel who forged 
the Morey letter evidently did not under­ 
stand the economic position of the candi­ 
date he was libeling. Very possibly he 
had no inore idea of the difference between 
Protection and Free Trade than General 
Hancock has, and it is more titan probable 
that Barnum and the other blackguards 
who have engaged in circulating the 
forged libel are in 
the same con­ 
dition of ignorance. 
IVhat they wanted 
was 
a 
letter 
which 
would 
seem 
to 
make 
Garfield 
an 
advocate 
of 
Chinese labor, and whether it 
was 
consistent or compatible with his ascer­ 
tained position m attered nothing to them. 
Consequently they produced a forgery 
which is a fraud on its face, and concern­ 
ing which no intelligent man can ever 
have had any doubt. In fact, it was not 
necessary to expose the technical evidences 
of forgery after having made plain the sense 
of the letter, for none but a born idiot 
would believe that Garfield ever expressed 
himself in such terms to anyone. A part 
from all these conclusive evidences of the 
fraudulent character of the letter, more­ 
over, the career and character of General 
Garfield constitute his guarantees. Sprung 
from the ranks of labor himself, a working­ 
man above everything else, he has labored 
in season and out of season for the ad­ 
vancement and elevation of the masses 
of his fellow-countrymen, and has always 
been at the front striving for their benefit 
whenever popular interests were in ques­ 
tion. A clumsier device than this Morey 
letter has never been foisted upon the tail- 
end of a desperate campaign by a doomed 
party. It shows a loss of judgm ent as 
well as an absence of honesty prophetic cl 
the great Democratic rout which next 
Tuesday’s election will surely usher in. 


A BLESSING IN DISGUISE. 


MORE SI ILL HUNTS. 


It seems that the experience of the Octo­ 
ber elections was not enough for them, but 
th a t the Democrats are trying the “ still 
‘'h u n t” again in Ohio and Indiana. As 
the Kepublicans know precisely how much 
th a t peculiar process hurt them the last 
tim e, we presume they have no particular 
objection to the repetition of it. In Octo­ 
ber the places where the stillest Demo­ 
cratic hnnt had been made gave the heavi­ 
est Keuublican majorities. 


There can be no doubt that the crushing 
defeat of the Democratic party is the very 
best thing that can happen for the people 
I of the South. That party has been their 
greatest enemy, for it has lured them on to 
ruin by holding out hopes of unattainable 
things, and lias diverted them from that 
sober and steady prosecution of their in­ 
dustries which would long ere this have 
restored them to prosperity and content­ 
ment. Secretary Schurz spoke the truth 
in one of his recent speeches when he said : 
“ It is my candid opinion that nothing 
“ better can happen to them (the Southern 
“ people) than another striking demonstra- 
“ tion of the futility of all the efforts of 
“ the Democratic party to obtain the pos- 
“ session of national power as long 
“ as 
that party is 
constituted and 
“ managed as it is now. 
That de- 


“ monstratioD, 
sweeping away 
those 
“ disturbing 
illusions I have spoken 
“ of, 
will 
be 
apt 
to 
bring 
the 
“ South to a clear sense of the actual 
“ state of things.” The truth is that the 
bane of the South is and has always been 
sectional pride. 
The people of those 
States m ust learn to regard themselves as 
above all American citizens before they 
will be fit to take the place to which their 
ambition urges them. They m ust learn to 
despise and shun that Northern coalition 
of plnnder-seeking demagogues which 
calls itself the Democratic party, and 
which has never led the South but to ruin 
and confusion, and never advocated any 
but unpatriotic and evil policies. The 
South has no natural affinities w ith the 
N orthern Democracy, but it will not 
realize this until another overwhelming de­ 
feat has shown how futile are all hopes 
based upon that alliance, and how fatal a 
mistake was made when the solidification 
of the South was resolved on. 
The 
overthrow of the Democracy means the 
solution 
of 
the 
Southern 
problem. 
A fter this year there can be no more solid 
South. The election of General Garfield 
will be the signal for the disruption of all 
the feeble ties which now hold the incon­ 
gruous elements of the Democracy together. 
Those therefore who entertain the friend­ 
liest feelings towards the Southern people 
should join in administering to them the 
discipline which is so necessary to their 
progress, and only their enemies can 
desire that they should be perm itted to 
coutinue in the paths which they are now 
treading, and which have no outlet but to 
failure and disgrace. The Southern peo­ 
ple have their future in their own hands, 
but it is clear that they will not pursue 
the wise course until all the foolish ones 
are blocked against them. 
OPPOSITION AND OBSTRUCTION. 
Charles Francis Adams says that the 
Democratic record of the last four years is 
“ opposition aud obstruction to resumption 
“ and sound finance.” And this is true. 
During the whole of that period, and for 
that m atter long before it, the Democrats 
were engaged in resisting the legislation 
which made resumption possible, in pre­ 
dicting its failure, in assailing the public 
credit, in aiding and abetting every scheme 
of inflation or repudiation which was 
brought up. There are some Democratic 
speakers dishonest and reckless enough to 
attem pt to claim the credit of resumption 
for their party. The truth is that the 
Democrats fought it to the last. They de­ 
liberately attem pted to repeal the Re­ 
sumption Act, and would have succeeded 
but for the Republicans and President 
Hayes. They have refused to this hour to 
permit the refunding of the bonds which 
m ature next year, evidently desiriDg that 
they should be paid off by a fresh issue of 
greenbacks, as the Greenbaekers propose. 
They have done everything they could to 
disturb and unsettle the national finances, 
and should they be adm itted to power 
there can be no doubt that they would 
proceed still further in the same course, 
and that their financial policy would be 
controlled by the quacks and imbeciles who 
have guided it in the past. There is only 
one way to guard against such dangers, 
and it is to keep the Democratic party out 
of power. 
STA1E RIGHTS IN CHICAGO. 
It seems that the Chicago Democrats are 
not far behind their Southern allies in 
their allegiance to State Rights doctrines. 
Some of them have recently undertaken to 
arrest a Federal Supervisor of elections 
while in the performance of his duties, 
aud a Democratic Justice of the Peace 
actually fined the officer, and in default of 
payment sent him to the Bridewell, where 
he was released on a writ of habeas corpus 
issued by a U nited States Court. The 
Democrats cannot suppress their disloyal 
tendencies eveu on the eve of a Presidential 
election, and though the gratification of 
their State Rights theories may lose them 
many votes they had rather lo3e the votes 
than forego the opportunity of manifesting 
tl - ir hostility to the Federal Government 
by violating its laws. We trust that no 
time will be lost in vindicating the su­ 
premacy of the National Government, and 
that the offending Democrats may be made 
to understand that thi3 is a nation, even at 
some cost to themselves. 


RED SHIRTS AT WORK. 
A South Carolina diBpatch states that 
the Red Shirt3 are at work there again, 
with a change of tactics.

THE FORGER IX COURT AGAIN. 
N ew Y ork, October 28th.—The proceed­ 
ings in the case of Kenward Philp (heretofore 
printed “ Keimard Phelps'), charged with 
malicious libel upon General James A. Gar­ 
field, attracted a large crowd of people to the 
general-term room of the Supreme Court this 
morning. Judge Davis occupied the bench, 
and there was a full array of counsel on both 
sides. 
Assistant District Attorney Bell, for the 
people, called as the first witness Colonel A. 
F. Rockwell, U. S. A , of Washington. He 
testified that he knew Garfield for years ; was 
his classmate, and graduated with him at 
college ; in his extensive correspondence with 
Garfield more than 1,000 letters had passed 
between them ; witness was therefore familiar 
with Garfield’s handwriting. 
A lithograph was handed witness, aud waB 
identified by him as a copy of a letter re­ 
ceived by him from General Garfield. 
Assistant District Attorney Bell asked 
counsel for the defense if they had the orig­ 
inal Cninese letter. 
< 
Counsel for the defense stated that they did 
not propose to anbwer that question at pres­ 
ent.A photograph of the letter, in a gilt frame, 
was handed up by the defense. 
Bell declined to receive this, and again 
called for the original, in order that he might 
examine Colonel Rockwell in regard to it. 
Counsel for Philp stated that the original 
letter was not in the possession of their cli­ 
ent, but was held by Mr. Hart, publisher jjl 
The Truth. 
The latter was in Court, and was called to 
the witness stand. 
H art said he had not the original Morey 
letter with him. It was in possession of a 
friend, and declined to give his name. W it­ 
ness could not procure the letter, as his friend 
was out of town. 
Mr. Bell demanded the name of the party 
to whom the letter had been delivered, and 
H art again refused. 
The Court ordered him to answer, but he 
again, in a disrespectful tone, declined. 
Judge Davis ordered him committed for 
contempt of Court, aud he was handed over 
to the custody of Police Captain Walsh. 
Howe, of counsel for defense, made a mo­ 
tion to purge Colonel H art of contempt, say­ 
ing that Colonel H art was willing to 
’produce the letter, but wanted a guaran­ 
tee that the letter should be returned 
to him. Howe explained that he did not 
mean to say that the Court would keep the 
letter, but that it might pass iuto subordinate 
hands and be lost. Continuing, Mr. Howe 
said that if the letter was to remain in the 
custody of Judge Davis, Colonel H art was 
willing to produce it. 
Judge Davis said that the letter would re­ 
main iu his custody. 
Gn motion, Colonel H art was allowed thiee 
hours to go with counsel and procure the 
letter. 
H art made a statement that he was willing 
to produce the letter, but that he wanted a 
guarantee that it would be returned to him, 
or else remain in the custody of Judge Davis. 
l ’ne proposition was agreed to, and H art 
and his counsel left to get the letter. 
Colonel Rockwell was recalled, and a=ked 
to identify a letter written by James A. Gar­ 
field to Marshall Jewell, denying the au­ 
thenticity of the Morey letter. He testified 
that the letter from Garfield to Jewell was 
genuine. 
Question by Mr. Bell—Look at the copy of 
the newspaper called Truth, and also a copy 
dated the 20th. Look at the photographic 
copy of the letter purporting to be signen by 
James A. Garfield, and state if, in your judg­ 
ment, it is in General Garfield’s hanuwrit- 
ing.Mr. Brooks, for defense, objected to the 
question, as a comparison made with a photo­ 
graph, and not with the original, which would 
be produced. 
Judge Davis ruled that the evidence was 
premature, as no proof had been given that 
the fac simile was a photograohic copy, aud 
that the prisoner had not yet been connected 
with it. 
A recess was then taken. 
GARFIELD TO BE SWOKS. 
N ew Y ork, October 2Sth.—Counsel for 
Philp has prepared a eubpena directed to 
James A. Garfield, commanding him to ap­ 
pear and testify at the investigation this 
afternoon. Counsel claims that Garfield is 
at the Windsor Hotel, although not regis­ 
tered. 
THE LETTER PRODUCED MIXES THE ENVELOPE. 
N ew Y ork, October 28lh.—The Court re­ 
assembled at 2:30 I’. M. At 7 minutes to 3 
o’clock Mr. H art and counsel entered the 
Court- room. 
H art apologized for delaying the Court, 
eaying that lie had been delayed by an indict­ 
ment in the State Court for libel on com­ 
plaint of Marcus Cicero Stanley. H art then 
took the witness stand and produced the 
letter. 
Bell asked for the envelope. 
H art paid he was told to brirg the letter 
only. It would take five hours to get the 
envelope. 
Mr. H art said he kept the envelope under 
his protection, as he was informed lb at au 
order of airest bad been granted against him 
in a suit instigated by Marcus C. Stanley 
and George Wilkes, which he characterized 
as dastardly. 
Judge Davis told him that while he was a 
witness he would not be interfered with. 
H art thereupon promised to produce the 
envelope to-morrow. 
Colonel A. F. Rockwell was recalled, and 
testified that lie purchased a copy of the 
Washington Gazette when it first published 
the fac sin.ile of the Morey letter, and com­ 
pared it with letters in his possession received 
from Garfield, and then thought it a forgery. 
He communicated with Garfield, and, on the 
telegrajihic request of H. K. Knox, came to 
this city and submitted to Colonel Bliss a 
dozen letters that he had received from Gen. 
Garfield, one of which was chosen to com­ 
pare the exhibits of the fac simile copies of 
the Morey letter wit'u. The letter was shown 
by Bliss, but he did not know that it was 
picked out because it resembled the letter of 
denial from Gai field to Marshal Jewell, but 
thought it was chosen because it was nearett 
to its date. When shown the Morey letter 
he examined itcloEeiy, and did not think it 
was Uarfiel i’s writing, though there was 
some resemblance. 
On cross-examination, be stated that he was 
Assistant Quartermaster iu the army, spe­ 
cially detailed to take charge of national 
cemeteries; that his present appointment 
was due to General Garfield’s interest in him, 
he having been a classmate of his, and that 
he was greatly indebted to him. 
Albert Daggett, ex-Sheriff of Kings county, 
testified that he knew Philp for seven years, 
and knew his handwriting. On looking at 
the manuscript copy of the article published 
in The Truth, entitled “ Lying and Sticking 
to It,” he said it was in Philp’s handwrit­ 
ing, and on comparing it with the Morey let­ 
ter, he thought they were in the same hand­ 
writing. He was a stroDg Republican, and 
had large sums wagered on Garfield’s election. 
James McDermot testified tbnt he knew 
Philp intimately, and was familiar with his 
handwriting, and on comparing the Morey 
letter with the exhibits he believed them the 
same. 
He admitted having been indicted 
for a felonious assault, but not onvicted. He 
stated that while reporter on the Brooklyn 
Journal he had bren sued for $50,000 dam­ 
ages for libel by Heniy J. Bowen, the suit 
arising out of the Beecher-Tilton C3se. 
Charles Hoffman testified that he is em­ 
ployed by Sarony, and photographed the fac 
simile copies from the original, which was 
given to Mr. Barony by Mr. Hart. 
Daniel T. Ames, an expert, was califd. He 
compared the fac simile copy with the ex­ 
hibits written by Philp and with one of Gar­ 
field’s letters, and declared that the crossing 
of “ t’s ” and the general formation of the 
loops, spacing and general slope and scope 
are more characteristic of the writing in the 
exhibits than iu Garfield’s letter. He stated 
that the writing in the exhibits and the 
Morey letter were the same. 
He was cross examined as to other trials in 
which he had been a witness. 
Ilia cross- 
exan.ination will be concluded to-morrow 
morning, to which time the Court adjourned. 


WHY PHILP WAS CHARGED WITH LIBEL OXLT. 
N ew Y ork, October 2Stb.—Philp could 
not be arrested for forgery, because the Chi­ 
nese letter intended to be attributed to Gar­ 
field was in fact signed “ Gatfield.” The 
substitution of the letter “ i " tor “ r ” was 
evidently intended to save its real author 
from the penalty of forgery by a technicality; 
hence the arrest for libel in the editorial ar­ 
ticle presenting the fac simile and charging 
Garfield with falsehood in denying the au­ 
thorship. The refusal of the accused or his 
employers to produce in Court the pretended 
original, and H art's consequent committal 
for contempt, give a coup de grace to this 
desperate attempt to deludeihe people. The 
reaction against Barnum ,and his party be­ 
cause of it goes on. Respectable Democrats 
by the hundred, expressing their indignant 
mortification and regret at the exposure, are 
flocking to Garfield's standard.

CONCLUSIVE PROOFS OK THE FORGERT. 
N ew Y'ork, October 28th.—The following 
summary of the proofs are conclusive of 
the Chinese letter forgery : First, it is not 
at all like Garfield's present handwriting, 
though the signature is said to simulate his 
hand in 1807, when he wrote a letter to Gen­ 
eral Rosecrans, from which, according to one 
story, ths forged signature was copied. No 
genuine Gai field signature during the last five 
years can be produced similar to that. Sec­ 
ond, Garfield emphatically repudiates the let­ 
ter and its sentiments, and stands by the 
anti-Chinese paragraph in his letter of accept 
ance. Third, the wealthiest ,-hce manufact­ 
urers of Lynu make affidavit that there was 
no Employers’ Union in 1880, or for two 
years prior to that time ; that Morey was and 
is utterly unknown there, and no respectable 
authority for his existence has been produced 
to thi3 hour. 
Fourth, the postal canceling 
stamp on the simulated envelope was not in 
use iu January, 1SS0, and said envelope, 
while presented as a perfect fac simile, also 
fails to bear another stamp, which was then 
in use at Lynn notifying parties to furnish 
their exact address for the benefit of the let­ 
ter carriers.

THE SOLID MEN OF NEW YORK—GRAND DEMON­ 
STRATION. 
N ew Y ork, October 2Sth.—One cf the 
grandest meetings of the campaign was held 
this afternoon at the junction of Wall, Bread 
and Nassau streets under the auspices of the 
bankers, brokers, produce-dealers and dry 
goods trade. 
Nearly 10,000 people were 
present, including the solid men of the city. 
The buildings in the neighborhood displayed 
the national colors, and there were several 
processions from the dry goods district and 
from the Produce and Stock Exchanges. Sec­ 
retaries Sherman and Schuiz sent letters of 
regret. Jackson S. Schultz presided. Golonel 
Ingersoll made an address, reviewing the 
principles of both the Republican and Demo­ 
cratic parties. In 1800, he said, the Demo­ 
cratic party appealed to force, and now it ap­ 
pealed to fraud. It theu appealed to the 
sword ; now it appealed to the pen. It was 
treason then ; it is forgery now. He advocated 
tbe preservation of au honest ballot, and said 
the Democratic party could not be depended 
on for that. Unless we bad an honest ballot 
the days of the Republican party were num­ 
bered, and the only way to retain it was to 
keep the Democratic party out of office. He 
advocated free speech, and said there never 
was free speech in New York until the Re­ 
publican party came iuto power. Touching 
on tbe subject of State sovereigney, he said 
that it was never appealed to except some­ 
body wanted to do wrong. He hated it, be­ 
cause it fostered State pride. The Democratic 
party first used the sovereignty of States to 
carry on slavery, and afterwards for seces­ 
sion.

Stepping to the front of the platform, the 
applause and cheers were renewed, and per­ 
sisted in for many minutes, despite the at­ 
tempts of General Grant and the Chairman 
to Btop it. Finally he spoke a few words 
amid.-.t the coufu-ion, predicting that the 
Government would pass from the domination 
of the rebel Brigadiers, and that this fail 
would see a Republican victory from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, comprising all the 
Northern States, and that we will have a 
different organization to contend with in the 
next election from what we have now. We 
will have an organization then to contend 
with which will be divided into two parties, 
and not by two sections of country, and we 
will then have a free ballot and an honest 
ballot, which the people of this country are 
determined to have, and if the South persists 
in a solid South, they will be met by a solid 
North. 
Cockling then spoke. There was a giand 
torchlight procession in tbe evening. 
NEAL DOW ALL RIGHT. 
C hicago, October 28th. — The Tribune's 
Augu-ta special says ; Neal I)ow was inter­ 
viewed to-day. 
He declared that he in­ 
tended to vote for Garfield, fully realizing that 
one of the two leading candidates for Presi­ 
dency must be chosen. 
He says lie was 
never a more stalwart Republican than now; 
that to put a Prohibition ticket in the field 
would simply aid Hancock, whose election he 
would regard as an overwhelming disaster to 
the business prosperity now everywhere 
developing throughout the country. In the 
opinion of General Dow, every Republican 
in the State, who felt dissatisfied iu any de­ 
gree with Governor Davis, will support Gar­ 
field, working and voting for him. He judges 
that a vote for the Prohibitory Piesidential 
Electors in Maine in this election would be 
only to aid the enemies of prohibition. It 
would really, in his judgment, be disloyalty 
to the Prohibitionists to run a ticket for the 
benefit of Hancock or the solid South Demo­ 
crats.

N ew Y ork, October 28th.—A recent issue 
of the Meriden (Miss.) Mercury contains the 
following extracts: “ Alake no more cowardly 
concessions that secession was revolution and 
folly; no more self-accusations of having 
committed treason. The people of the North 
refu.-e to believe us and affect to believe, if 
we could control the Government to any ex­ 
tent, to such extent we would impair it, 
Then let us cease to concern ourselves about 
the national credit, neither upholding nor 
pulling it down ; so, if it can stand without 
our active concern about it, let it stand, and 
welcome, and if it can’t, let it fall and be 
damned. Discourage the idea that a position 
in the Federal Government is higher than in 
the State Government. Elevate the State 
pride until one feels it more honorable to be 
a Missrisippian than a citizen of the United 
States.” 
EFFORT TO CARRY CONNECTICUT—THE “ SACK’ 
OPENED. 
C hicago, October 28th.—A Hartford 
special says : Facts ascertained to-day in­ 
dicate that Barnum is preparing to make 
every effort to carry Connecticut. 
The 
Democratic State Central Committee at New 
Haven, on Saturday last, received from him 
$25,000 in the form of a certificate of deposit, 
which was placed in one of the New Haven 
banks. Ex-Governor James English, Demo­ 
cratic candidate for Governor, matches this 
contribution with his own check for $25,000. 
The Republicans claim that this effort in­ 
dicates that Barnum feels so uncertain as to 
the other States that he regards it as posi­ 
tively necessary that Connecticut’s six 
electoral votes shall be secured. Another and 
quite as reasonable a theory is that he is seek­ 
ing to grind his own ax, even if the national 
ticket suffers, by making a great effort to 
carry tbe Legislature, so as to secure his 
election to the Senate, which has long been 
his ambition. 
It is ur.qoestionablo that 
throwing such a sum as $50,000 into a small 
and close State on the very eve of the election 
cannot fail to have some effect. 
THE REGISTRATION DIFFICULTY AT CHICAGO. 
CniCAGO, October 28th.—The case of 
United States Supervisor Fred Geister, ar­ 
rested at a place of registration yesterday by 
a city policeman, was before Judge Drummon, 
iu the United States Circuit Court, this 
morning. Judge Drummon reserved his de­ 
cision as to the fact whether the Supervisor 
was in the discharge of his duty when ar­ 
rested until next Saturday, when the case 
will be fully argued before him. He laid 
down the law in general on the subject in­ 
volved, however, and then released Geister 
without bail. 
He held that the United 
States laws appointing and regulating the 
action of Supervisors at an election for Rep­ 
resentatives in Congress are in full force, aud 
binding upon all State and city officials, no 
matter whether such election be held under 
the State laws or n o t; that a Supervisor, in 
the discharge of his duties under these laws, 


cannot be interfered with by any State or 
city officer, and that if a Supervisor should 
be so arrested while in the performance, as he 
claimed, of his duty under these laws, then 
the general Courts have a right to inquire 
into the facts and to pass judgment on them. 
Much interest is manifested iu this decision, 
as it is considered a test which will deter­ 
mine the status of Supervisors iu the coming 
election here. Drummon is one of the ablest 
jurists ia the country, and his decision is 
highly gratifying to the Republicans. 
GARFIELD AGAIN TALKS PLEASANTLY TO HIS 
VISITORS. 
C leveland, October 28th.—General Gar­ 
field was not at the Clarendon Hotel in Netv 
York, as alleged by the Democratic counsel 
in the Philp case, for this afternoon he made 
a speech to the Portage county people, who 
called on him at Mentor. This shows again 
the desperate vices and tricks which the 
Democratic managers employ to keep the 
people aroused and interested in their alleced 
sensation. The disgust feit here among Re­ 
publicans aud Democrats is too deep for 
words.

1 sec others who were soldiers in the 
old regiment which I l.ad the honor to command, 
and how Could [ listen to the touching and thought­ 
ful word3 of a y friend, the venerable late Chief 
Justice of Ohio, who has just spoken, without re 
membering that the evening, of which he spoke too 
modestly, when he and I stood together iu 
the old church at Hiram, and called upon the young 
men to go fortli to battle for the Union and be en­ 
listed before they slept, and thus laved the founda­ 
tion of the Forty-second Regiment? How can I 
forget all these things, and ail that lias follow, : 1 
How can 1 forget that twenty-five years of uiy life 
were so braided and intertwined with the lives of 
tlie people of Portage county, when I seo men and i 
women from ail the townshi, e standing at my door : 
I cannotforeet thesethingswliile life and conscience 
remain. No other period of my life can be like 
that. The freshness of youth, the very sprlng-tide 
of life, the brightning on toward noonday ail were 
with you, my neighbors, my friends, tnv cherished 
comrades, in ail the relations of social, student, mil 
tary and political life and friendship. You are here, 
so close to my heart that 1 eaunot trust myseif to an 
attempt to marshal the memories with anything 
like coherence. 
To know that my neighbors 
and friends in Portage county, since the 
first day of my Congressional life, 
have 
never sent to any convention a delegate who was 
hostile to me : that through all the storm of de­ 
traction that roared around me, the members of the 
Old Guard of Portage county have never wavered 
in tlieir faith and friendship, but have stood in an 
unbroken phalanx, with their locked shields above 
my head, and have given me tiieir heaits in every 
contest. Well, gentlemen, on the eve of great 
ev ents, closing a great campaign, 1 look into your 
faces, and draw room you such consolation 
as even you cannot understand.

W ashington, October 28th.—Postmaster 
Ainger of this city, in a telegram to Governor 
Jewell to-day, repeats his assertion that the 
postmark on the Morey letter was not in use 
in Washington at the tune when the letter 
purports to have been mailed, and authorizes 
an offer of §1,000 for the production of any 
letter mailed iu the Washington office on that 
date whose envelope bears a iiostmark iden­ 
tical with that on the published fac simile. 
WHY PHILP CANNOT BE ARRESTED 
FOR 
FORGERY. 
N ew Y ork, October 28th.—The followii: :

forgery of ree rds and wills. Tho only way, there­ 
fore, to punish the offender, as Barnum and all 
intelligent men know, was to proceed against him 
f;>r criminal libel. This charge involves necessarily 
thaestablishment of the forgery. Baruuui’s dispatches 
are desperate attempts to mislead tbe public. He 
and his associates undoubtedly hoped that we 
would make a charge of forgery, reiving upon their 
ability to dismiss the charge when made. As the 
charging cannot he sustained upon the forgery cf 
such a letter, their expectations were nut realized, 
and they are desperately disappointed. 
A COLORED PROCESSIONIST WHO WOULD NOT 
BE BULLDOZED. 
N ew H aven, October 28th.—As a Repub­ 
lican torchlight procession was ¡ assinq the 
corner of Oak and Dwight streets last even­ 
ing, a number of boys were standing on the 
pavement blowing tin horns at the procession­ 
ists. This so enraged one of the members of 
a colored company from Hartford tliat he 
struck one of the boys in the face with a 
brick, whereupon tbe boys took to their heels. 
An Irish Democrat namen Peter Sweeney in­ 
terfering, one of the colored men used him 
roughly, it is said, breaking his jaw. 
HANCOCK RECEIVES ANOTHER CANE— HIS MOD- 
ESTT. 
N ew Y ork, October 28th.—Nearly 200 cit­ 
izens of Brooklyn, mostly German, yesterday 
visited Governor’s Island in a body, present­ 
ing Hancock with a valuable cane with a gold 
and jeweled bead, he having received the 
highest number of votes for President at the 
fair of St. Matthew’s Roman Catholic 
Church. Hancock spoke as follows : 
You have done me the honor of presenting this 
cane to me as the victor of Gettysburg. I was not 
the victor. I was a soldier there, and hut did my 
duiy. 1 do not claim to be the victor 1 had an ex­ 
ceptional command in the army, and therefore the 
honor and credit gained were due to the soldiers 1 
commanded. It is hard tossy who was the victor of 
Gettysburg, as all did their duty. There were other 
Generals at the battle, aud other victors. No history 
will ever be complete enough to record the great 
number of victors in any successful engagement. 
The people of Brooklyn were among tho earliest and 
most earnest advocates of tov nomination, and if I 
should or should not be elected President, I will 
deem the result to be the will of the pe#pie, and 
cheerfully submit to the verdict of the 2d of Novem­ 
ber. 
In conversation afterwards, Hancock said : 
I will show you some other presents I have re­ 
ceived, though only a fractional portion of them 
are here, the rest being at the house. All tbe canes 
given me are not gold-headed and set off with dia 
monds. litre is one all the <vay from Oregon. It 
is an alpenstock in size. The inscription on the 
gold plate is clear enough—“ Presented hi Major- 
General Hancock by Several of His Dear Friends in 
Oregon, 1880." But what this carved head means 
puzzles me. It io ks as though it might be an imi­ 
tation of an Indian idol, but it is certainly very in­ 
genious.

“ The Last Xian and the Last Dollar—May the one 
be an Abolitionist and the other a shinplaster, anj 
may they both perish in the last ditch together.” 
"State Rights—May they not be forgotten in de­ 
lirious and bloody triumphs of State wrongs.” 
“ Things we Remember—Habeas corpus and trial 
by lury." 
“ To the first Governor—Who shall have the vir­ 
tue and courage to keep his oath of office, and pro­ 
tect and defend the Constitution, laws and sov­ 
ereignty of his State and rights of its citizens." 
“ The Light of Other Days— When Liberty wore a 
white face and America was not a Negro.” 
“ The Democratic Party—As it was before cow- 
anlice, treachery, shoddy and greenbacks had de­ 
moralized its councils.” 
‘ The Abolition War for Disunion—Let those who 
think it is right go to it, and those who think it is 
wrong stay at home.” 
* May those who say we shall never have the 
l 'ilion as it was follow the example of their brother 
traitor, Judrs Iscariot, who Uieu and went to his 
own place.” 
“ The War Democrat—A white man's face on the 
body of a negro.” 
“ The only Possible Remedy for Secession and the 
n!y Hope of the Union—Peau-, mutual concession, 
and compromise.” 
Those who think that the Democratic 
paity put down the rebellion will find a pipe- 
full in the above toasts. 
L et them smoke it 
and be happy.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 


By the steamship Gaelic, which arrived 
a t San Francisco yesterday, we have later 
dates from China and Japan : 


CH INA . 
There has been a serious disturbance in 
Canton, in which fi,000 or 7,000 Chinese 
■•ere fighting for some hours. 
The French 
missionaries were threatened, and 
the 
whole foreign community were so scared 
th at they armed and put the place in a 
state of defense, and kept the steamers in 
the river with steam all night, so that they 
might decamp if the worst came to the 
worst. 
The Viceroy called out the sol­ 
diers and fired into the mob, killing several 
persons and wounding several others. 
z.-.s 
to the origin of the disturbance there are 
conflicting accounts, hut it arose somehow 
out of a jealous misunderstanding between 
the Hakka stone-dressers and the Can­ 
tonese xoncerning the putting out of a fire 
which broke out in the evening near the 
cathedral. 
Another fire, believed to be 
the work of incendiaries, broke out at 3 
o’clock in the morning, and fifty or sixty 
houses were destroyed. 
There are tidings from Foochow of more 
burning of 
chapels. 
Some 200 soldiers 
went, on the 34th ult., to the village of 
Ngiang A, on the Island of Nang Nik, 
which Í3 about two days southeast of Foo­ 
chow, avowedly in pursuit of a pirate who 
had absconded. 
They burned down his 
house and then fired the chapel, attacking 
w ith the r spears, at the instance of the 
military officers, and injuring very much 
the Catechist. who remonstrated and stated 
th at the place was a Christian chapel. 
On 
September 2d the same body of troops at­ 
tacked another house in which services are 
held, at a village five li distant from 
Ngiang A, and partially demolished and 
burnt that also. 
The news from Pekin fis again contra­ 
dictory and uncertain. 
It is stated on one 
hand that H. E. von Butzow, the Bussian 
Minister to Pekin, has been ordered to re­ 
turn there immediately. 
The oonduct of 
negotiations on the question between Rus­ 
sia and China will be left entirely to Pekin, 
and it will be for the Minister there to de­ 
clare war, if necessary. 
The Chinese, it is said, have become 
alive to the fact that their Capital can be 
easily approached by a hostile force in the 
direction of Moukden, and have accord­ 
ingly concentrated a force of 40,000 men 
at Moukden, under the command of Tseng 
Kwo-tsuan. 
It is said that there are now 
nearly 100,000 troops at Tientsin under the 
command of the Viceroy, Li Hung-shang. 
More than half of these have gone there 
recently. 
At Shanghai considerable pur­ 
chases of war material have lately been 
made. 
Large purchases of powder, cart­ 
ridges, Armstrong and Krupp guns, M ar­ 
tini, Remington and W inchester rifles have 
been made. 
JA PA N . 
The principal feature of interest in com­ 
mercial matters has been a combination en­ 
tered into by the native merchants not to 
purchase imported goods for seven days 
from the 20th of September, ultimo, a pe­ 
riod which was subsequently extended for 
another week. 
The native journals have been occupied 
lately with reports and rumors of dissen­ 
sions in the Cabinet and stories are fre­ 
quent 
of 
Ministerial resignations 
and 
changes. 
To judge from the native papers, which, 
however, are not very reliable guides in 
matters of the kind, the agitation fomented 
by a noisy minority in favor of the imme­ 
diate establishment of representative insti­ 
tutions, is not so active as it was some 
months since. 
September 29th Yokohama was visited 
by a very severe gale, which has since 
proved to have been the outer edge of a 
typhoon. 
Several of the vessels in the 
harbor dragged their anchors.

Fly narrowly escaped going aground, hut 
luckily steam was got up with great celerity, 
and the vessel speedily extricated from her 
perilous position. 
On shore there was 
much destruction of fences, trees were 
blown down, and tiles and plaster stripped 
off houses.
